SUMMER  DIARRHOEA. 

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  during  the  third  quarter  of 
a  year  are  generally  heavy,  and  last  year  was  no  exception 
to  the  rule.  During  the  months  of  July,  August,  and 
September  of  1895  no  fewer  than  199  deaths  from  Diarrhoea 
were  registered,  whilst  in  the  first,  second,  and  fourth 
quarters  of  the  year  only  59  deaths  were  recorded,  making 
a  total  for  the  twelve  months  of  258.

Sanitary  IReport. 


During  the  12  months  ending  December  31st,  1895, 
6,090  nuisances  were  attended  to  by  the  Inspectors  of 
Nuisances,  who  performed  their  work  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner.  No  fewer  than  979  notices  were  served  to  repair 
water-closets,  privies,  ash-pits,  &c.,  while  4,460  persons  were 
served  with  notices  to  whitewash  their  premises;  864  orders 
were  also  given  to  cleanse  properties  after  infectious  disease 
had  been  therein. 

The  full  details  of  the  notices  served,  inspections  made, 
and  nuisances  attended  to,  are  given  in  Tables  XVI.  and 
XVII.  Appendix. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

These  houses  were  inspected  systematically  during  the 
year.  At  least  once  a  month  they  were  examined  at  night 
time  by  the  Inspectors,  who  also  visited  them  during  the 
day  time.  There  were  2  offences  against  the  bye-laws.
